EAU CLAIRE, Wis. CSV-Observ- 


ers saw a possible test of the Ei- 
senhower administration today as 
voters selected a successor to the 
late Republican Rep. Merlin Hull 
of Black River Falls. 


Both Republicans and Democrats 


are watching the election in the 
predominately rural 11-county dis- 
trict as an indication of their fu- 
ture and especially as an indica- 
tion of the popularity of the gov- 
ernment's farm policies. 


State Sen. Arthur L. Padrutt, 36, 


Chippewa Falls Republican, and 
Lester Johnson, 52. the Democratic 
Jackson County district attorney 
from 
Black River Falls, both 


stressed their opinions of the ad- 
ministration during their energeUc 
campaigns. 


The electorate, 
however, was 


apathetic and seemed only dimly 
aware of the possible national sig- 
nificance of the election. 


As a result, the election may 


draw no more than 30,000 persons 
—less than 25 per cent of the dis- 
trict's estimated 150,000 eligible 
voters.

Hall Returned 
To Kansas City 


Say Confessed Kidnaper 
> 


Is Ready to Plead Guilty 


KANSAS CITY <#>)—Drug addict Carl Austin Hall, con- 


fessed kidnap-slayer of 6-year-old Bobby Greenlease, came 
back to Kansas City in irons today, apparently prepared to 
plead guilty and face a death sentence. 


Also heavily manacled, his wom- 


an companion, Mrs. Bonnie Brown 
Heady, was transported in convoy 
with Hall from jail at St. Louis to 
cells in Kansas City. She maintain- 
ed a stoic silence generally, asking 
only to see her lawyer. 


One of the deputy marshals who 


guarded Hall on the trip and who 
refused to permit use of his name, 
said the balding ex-convict ex- 
pressed belief that Mrs. Heady had 
disposed of the missing $300,000 of 
the record $600,000 ransom paid by 
multi-millionaire Robert C. Green- 
lease to the abductors of his 6- 
year-old son. 


Possibility of Death 


The officer said Hall expressed 


a desire to plead guilty to the 
federal kidnap charge filed against 
him and seemed to be resigned 
to the possibility that he would be 
sentenced to death under the Lind- 
bergh law. 


Regarding the' missing ransom 


money for which officers have 
been searching in many places, 
the deputy said Hall reiterated 
eariier statements that he did not 
know where it was. But he said, 
the deputy related, that he be- 
lieves Mrs. Heady probably dis- 
posed of it when she was drinking 
heavily 'and has forgotten where 
she put it. 


Hall was brought here in a car

The commission request came 


shortly after the UNC announced 
it woujd complete by midnight to- 
night a permanent center for the 
Reds to use in interviewing 22,- 
300 North Korean and Chinese 
POWs. 


There was no immediate answer 


from the Communists. 


An Allied spokesman said an 


official request to start has not 
been received by the UNC and that 
if any reply is forthcoming it will 
be delivered Wednesday. 


The UNC announcement that 


facilities 
had b e e n 
completed 


paved the way for the delay- 
plagued explanations to get under 
way. 


The Reds had steadfastly re- 


fused to meet with the POWs until 
the UNC completed new facilities. 
The explanations originally were 
scheduled to begin Sept. 26, but 
both sides rejected existing sites 
as inadequate. 


The Communists, who want to 


interview the 7,800 Koreans and 
14,500 Chinese POWs individually, 
presumably will begin the expla- 
nations by Thursday. 


The UNC, however, has said it 


was in no -hurry "t«nrtBrtr meeting 
with the 23 Americans, 1 Briton 
and 335 South Koreans who have 
refused repatriation.

* WASHINGTON UP)—Sec- 
retary Benson today outlined 
his plan to reorganize the ag- 
riculture department, declar- 
ing it would reduce the num- 
ber of employes and cut costs, 
yet provide "better service" 
for farm families." 


The plan has been under study 


for months. Benson unveiled it at 
a news conference and invited 
comment from interested parties. 
Once he has studied reaction, he 
intends to put into effect such 
parts of the plan as he deems 
advisable. 


Any suggested changes, he said, 


should be submitted by Nov. 1. 


No Function Eliminated 


In his talk with newsmen, Ben- 


son emphasized that. no major 
functions of the department would 
be eliminated. 


"There hav,e been a lot of ru 


mors that we are going to emas 
culate a lot of agencies — that a 
lot of agencies will he dissolved, 
but that is not «o," h« said. 


He "gave' no'~ figures as to how 


many employes he thought might 
be released or how much money 
he thought might be saved.

a governor. 


A U.S. spokesman said he antici- 


pated the security council would 
meet later this week on the sur- 
prise Russian demand.

New Process"" 
Makes Valued 
' 
Item of Waste 


URBANA—Two Illinois scientists 


have developed a method of using 
waste products to fatten yeast in 
much the same way that farmers 
fatten beef cattle. > 


The yeast they use is related to 


common 
household 
or 
baker's 


yeast,-which has long been a good 
source of protein and vitamins: By 
the new method, the yeast turns 
into human food all kinds of car- 
bohydrate waste, such as corn- 
cobs, papcrmill and canning plant 
waste and even straw. 


Marvin Steinberg and Z. John 


Ordal of the food technology de- 
partment in the college of agricul- 
ture developed the new method. 
They-report that the new process 
will be especially valuable in coun- 
tries that have a fat shortage. Also 
much waste now being dumped 
into streams, where it becomes a 
public nuisance, can be turned into 
a valuable product. 


Producing fat from yeast uses 


the same, equipment and materials 
used _in producing alcohol and the 
piocess is very much the same. To 
"fatten" yeast, the scientists take 
it from 'the acid solution in which 
it grows natuially and put it into a 
nonacid solution. There it grows 
and fattens on sugars that are 
made from the waste products. 
Each waste is treated differently, 
but the end product is the same.

The current used by 
a small 7- or 10-watt light bulb is 
enough to electrocute a person, 
Matthews says.

lard means plenty of well-balanced 
intricnts to feed them from seed- 
ng to harvest," says the statement. 
'It means a grainy, mellow, well 
drained soil where roots can fiee- 
y move for moisture and nutrients. 


"The higher yielding new corn, 


vheat and oats varieties, particu- 
arly. need land well stocked with 
nutrients, for they make a bigger 
drain on the soil to build extra bu- 
shels per acre." 


The nutrient part of the crop's 


iving standard, says the statement, 
can be supplied by adding mixed 
'erlilizer containing nitrogen, phos- 
phate and potash to build up the 
soil's own reserves. A soil test, 
backed up by information on the 
soil's previous management and 
aast cropping .history, can be a 
ruide in telling you what nutrients 
are most needed to insure high 
vicUls. 


Soils can be kept mellow, porous 


and well drained by maintaining 
the organic matter supply.

Farmhands Lured 
To Big City Yearn 
For Farm Salary 


Many 
farmhands, 
who 
wers; 


lured away from cornbclt farms 
by the higher wages of city jobs, 
want to return to full-time farm 
Jobs. 


They have found that the lower 


wages paid to farm workers are 
really "higher" than the "bigger 
money" city jobs, reports the Sep. 
tember issue of Successful Farm- 
ing magazine. The $175 monthly 
wage of a farm employe is equiva- 
lent to $335 monthly salary in 
many cornbclt cities. The average 
industrial wage in large cities- 
including semi-skilled to skilled 
workers—has been about $68 week- 
ly or $295 for four and one-third 
weeks. 


The farmhand is usually furnish- 


ed a house, utilities and food. Since 
a worker pays tax only qn his cash 
income, the farmhand pays less 
income tax than the city worker. 
The man employed in a city has 
to pay house rent, food, and, other 
costs from his income. When a 
farm worker receives such necessi- 
ties, plus his income, he does not 
pay Income tax on them.

"This horror must not be," he said solemnly. 
Arthur S. Flemming, head of the office of defense mo- 


bilization, said Russia could actually deliver the most de- 
structive weapon ever devised .(the H-bomb) on chosen U. S. 
targets. 
Val Peterson, head of the civil defense administration, 


said atomic warfare was inevitable and that when it came 
Russia would throw the "whole book" at America. 


Representative Sterling Cole of New York, chairman of 


the house-senate atomic energy committee, said we need to 
spend $10 billion more on defense of this continent, and we 
.need to pray. 
Gordon Dean, former head of the atomic energy com- 


mission, said Russia in a year or two will have the capacity 
to destroy us.

Secretary of Defense Charles E. Wilson said Russia is 


at least three years behind the U. S. in nuclear weapon de- 
velopment, and that it is doubtful the Reds have a "deliv- 
erable" bomb though they may have a real H-bomB, and 
that the Soviet Union could not win a war against the free 
world now or ever. He did not think, the Kremlin would be 
so foolhardy as to start a war they could not win. 


The U. S. joint chiefs of staff have completed their all- 


important budget studies, and are reported set to ask for 
only about $500 million more for continental defense, instead 
of the whopping $10 billion of which Cole and others have 
spoken.

Now comes President Eisenhower again, in an apparent 


effort to straighten out all these conflicting statements of 
his officials.

Hodgkin's Disease Is Not 
Common or Well Understood

Hodgkin's disease is a peculiar 


and not too common disorder. It's 
exact relation to cancer is still un- 
certain. 


The disease is more common in 


young people than in older ones 
and more frequent in men than in 
women. It has been reported from 
every part of the world. There is 
no danger of catching it from a 
patient. 


The first sign is usually (but not 


always; enlargement of the lymph 
glands in the neck. The swollen 
glands are not painful. Perhaps 
months or years later, glands in 
other parts of the body may be- 
come enlarged. It does not inter- 
fere with general well-being for a 
long time, but gradually anemia 
tends to develop. A present amount 
of fever may be present and the 
patient slowly becomes thin. 


The lymph glands and the spleen 


which are affected in Hodgkin's 
disease are part of a chain or 
group of tissues called the reticu- 
loendothelial system. The fact that 
this system is attacked has raised 
the question of some infection be- 
ing at fault. So far, however, no 
germ 
or virus has ever 
been 


proved as the cause. 
PERIODS OF IMPROVEMENT 


The patient with Hodgkin's dis- 


ease usually "goes through periods 
of remarkable improvement. The 
enlarged lymph glands may di 
appear almost completely and the 
general condition may improve for 
a long time. 


The favorite form of treatment 


has been x-rays. This often causes 


improvement lasting for months at 
a time. Treatment with drugs has 
not been particularly successful. 


There have, been several favor- 


able reports on the treatment of 
patients with Hodgkin's disease 
with preparations called "nitrogen 
mustards." These substances seem 
to be quite helpful for some pa- 
tients who have become resistant 
to x-rays.

3. Use footed containers, such as 


goblets or cake trays, where space 
is limited as on serving tables. 


4. Always plan arrangements in 


proportion to the room, table, or 
wall space to be utilized. 


In addition to the .present, trend 


of florists to use foliage arrange- 
ments, the speakers stated that 
just now shallow wicker baskets or 
trays are being used a great deal, 
as well as black metal reproduc- 
tions of antiques.

held it until World War II. Then 
Italy in turn, this time a German 
ally, was defeated. 


Tito, who had fought the Axis 


and whose own Yugoslavia was 
created in part out of the old Aus- 
trian Empire which had held Tri- 
este so long, claimed it for Yugo- 
slavia. 


Yugoslavia was Communist and 


at that time, the end of World War 
II, a Russian satellite. But the 
Western Powers wanted to keep 
Italy friendly to them and in their 
camp. 


Work Out Treaty 


A Trieste compromise was 


worked out in the Italian Peace 
Treaty of 1947: Yugoslav troops 
would occupy part of Trieste, call- 
ed Zone'B; the British and Amer- 
ican allies would occupy the rest 
of the territory, called Zone A, in- 
cluding the city. 


This was to be a temporary ar- 


rangement until the United Na- 
tions picked a neutral governor for 
Trieste, which would then become 
a free territory under the U. N. 


But Russia a'nd the Western na- 


tions could never agree on a gov- 
ernor. 


The result: American and Brit- 


ish troops continued to occupy 
Zone A; Yugoslavs held Zone B. 
This situation dragged^along until 
1948. 
By then relations with Rus- 


sia had become an open, although 
cold, war. 


Yugoslavia at that time was still 


under Russia's wing. But the Ital- 
ian elections were coming up. 
There was danger the Italian 
Communists might win and take 
over. 


Trieste to Italy 


To-help defeat them by strength- 


ening the hand of the Italian anti- 
Communists, this country and Bri- 
tain declared all Trieste should be 
given to Italy, since there had 
been no agreement on a governor 
for a free Trieste. 


It didn't matter to the West that 


this proposal infuriated Tito, still 
a Russian satellite. But when Tito 
broke with Stalin it was to the in- 
terest of the West to pacify htm. 


To strengthen Italy in dealing 


with Tito, the two allies let Italy 
have a hand in running Zone A. 


To break the deadlock over Tri- 


este the United States and Britain 
said they would withdraw their 
troops from Zone A shortly and 
let Italy take over* * 


That meant Italian troops in 


Zone A would iace 
Yugoslav 


troops in Zone B. Then Tito began 
to threaten. Is he bluffing? Maybe.

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Catholic Lay 
Brother Pays

CHICAGO — (fl — A Roman 


Catholic lay brother who spent 31 
years paying off a "moral obliga- 
tion" of $18,000 to depositors of a 
bank he formerly headed is dead. 


Brother Francis Roti, 71, of the 


Pious Society of St. Charles in 
which he labored as a lay brother 
for 15 years, died Sunday night in 
suburban Oak Park. 


His bank, the old Western Sav- 


ings Bank of Chicago closed after 
a holdup in 1915 when he was pres- 
ident. By law, he was required to 
pay off 35 cents on the dollar to 
depositors but he felt "morally 
obigated" to pay off in full. 


He completed the full payment 


of $18,000 to all 250 depositors in 
1946, selling his Oak Park home to 
help raise the cash.

Because Money Ran Out

NEW YORK M*—In the jockey's room at Belmont Park, where tele- 


vision and newsreel cameras were being set up, Klcig lights brightened 
one corner where a little man in blue riding silks was being coached 
for a scene. 


This was Earl Sande. the great 


little saddle demon of the Golden 
20s, who at 54 is trying a come- 
back. 


"I've got to leave this cap on," 


he said with a grin. "The hair on 
top is kind of thin now," and he 
pulled the cap' down around his 
greying temples. 


"I just ran out of eating money," 


he said. "That's why I've got to 
make good again." 


The other jockeys were sudden- 


ly quiet. Here was Sande, who was 
bootin' home mounts before most 
of them were born. 


"I took off about 25 pounds — 


the hard way," Sande said. "I 
wouldn't advise anyone else to do 
it that way — not eating, worry- 
ing, wondering if I coul'd keep my 
strength to ride and try and earn 
some money." 


This was the Sande, who had 


known Cadillac limousines, with 
chauffeurs — down but far from 
out. Most of his money went down 
the drain in business reverses and

It is appropriate that the name 


of th* first horse he rode on his 
comeback at Belmont was "Honest 
Bread." He finished third, and 
Sande got the regular $25. He was 
riding for the first time since 1932.

all horseracing people. First it was 
Sande the rider, who probably 
wan second to none. Then he was 
a trainer, who in 193S saddled win- 
ners of $336,495. and was the lead- 
ing money winner trainer that 
leason.
